reward for any bank robber. 
It was agreed that no officer shou ld 
take a chance with a criminal, bu t 
there was a generaL-feeling that the 
officer shou ld u se his 
weapon with 
deadly effect only when circu mstanc­ 
es ju stify it. 
“Circu mstances 
alter 
actions”, it was ex plained 
by 
the 
president, Sheriff Wade 
Tu cker 
of 
New Madrid. 
“As far as I am con­ 
cerned, I had rather let a person ac­ 
cu sed of some minor offense 
escape 
than kill or maim him in order 
to 
captu re him. 
Bu t 
where 
a major 
crime has been committed, the case 
is different”. 
It was agreed, 
howev er, 
that in 
most 
cases 
the 
av erage 
criminal 
shows no mercy to an officer, and any 
talking to a criminal, who may 
be 
armed, “shou ld be done at the point 
of a gu n”. 
Carelessness has cau sed 
more deaths of officers than any oth­ 
er one thing, it was admitted. 
In this connection, the qu estion of 
a “liv ing wage” for officers came u p. 
It was generally agreed that the pet­ 
ty cou nty and town officers are u nder­ 
paid and that they take chances with 
little hope of rew'ard ahead. 
The as­

SEVERE WEATHER 


The dairy co w Is o ho me market 
fo r feeds pro duced and if she is to 
pay the highest prices by pro ducing 
milk, she must be kept co mfo rtable In 
winter. That’s J ust the way It is and 
the o wner who do esn’t keep his milk 
co w warm and dry will find that aha 
will no t pro duce 
milk at a pro fit. 
“ The co w that is no t kept warm by 
a go o d barn and a dry bed will use a 
large part o f her feed fo r this pur­ 
po se and thus reduce the amo unt o f 
nutriments av ailable fo r milk pro duc­ 
tio n,” say s J o hn A. Arey , dairy ex ten­ 
sio n specialist at the No rth Caro lina 
State co llege. 
“ Then, to o , grain must 
be fed liberally on tho se farms where 
it will be necessary to use lo w grade 
ro ughage for legume hay s.” 
Mr. Arey recommends that 
fresh, 
clean water of a mediu m tem peratu re 
be giv en the cows du ring winter. 
Co ld 
w ater chills their bodies and 
feed en­ 
ergy mu st then be u sed to warm them. 
The water su pply mu st also be co n­ 
v enient for the cows to u se. 
Co ws 
forced to go long way s throu gh 
mud 
and 
rain 
for water 
do not 
drink 
enou gh for heav iest milk produ ction. 
It Is adv ised that an accu rate feed 
and milk produ ction record be kept 
on the cows du ring winter 
because 
some cows pay well for the feed con­ 
su med, while others do not. 
Accu rate 
records are needed to locate the u n­ 
profitable cows. 
Mr. Arey states that 
the new y ear might be started In the 
right manner by the dairy man bu y ing 
a pair of milk scales. 
Another winter su ggestion by Mr. 
Arey is to giv e the y ou ng heifer calv es 
some ex tra feed and care du ring the 
cold months 
of 
December, Janu ary 
and Febru ary . 
A stu nted heifer nev er 
mak es a good cow, he states, and 
many dairy cows are u nder-sized be­ 
cau se they were not properly fed when 
calv es.

liv es closer to his cows.

them better and they k now him. 
He 
can alway s rig u p some place to mak e 
his test cows comfortable, and by his 
personal care and attention ov ercome 
many of the adv antages the big breed­ 
er may hu se in the way of elaborate 
eq u ipment and ex pensiv e herdsmen. 
If the small breeder brings ou t a 
sensational produ cer, the credit, fame 
and fortu ne are all ids and he doesn’t 
hav e to div ide it with any one, ex cept 
to giv e Ids wife du e credit for her en 
cou ragement.

and when it cannot be self led whether 
‘arrest” is present or when the board 
falls to determine the actu al ex istence 
of prev iou s tru e tu bercu losis, the v et­ 
eran will be referred to a su itably 
eq u ipped hospital to d e a r u p these 
matters.

The ability to produ ce milk is In­ 
herited throu gh both the sire and dam, 
hu t since the sire is responsible for 
half the inheritance of each animal 
bom in tin* herd, he is clearly the 
most important single factor in the 
dev elopment of the dairy herd. 
To obtain the greatest possible Im­ 
prov ement by u se of the bu ll it Is 
v ery Important that du e consideration 
be giv en to bis pedigree, for both to’pc 
and produ ction. 
And where possible, 
select a bu ll that h as some dau ghters, 
preferably some that 
hav e been 
In 
milk and prov en their ability as pro ­ 
du cers. 
With 
the 
abov e points 
In 
mind u breeder can select a bu ll that 
will, with reasonable certainty , trans­ 
mit to his offspring the desired 
ty pe 
and produ ction.

mindedness”. And he insists that th(

“Personality

intellect 
vary 
The many types cannot take the sam* 
kind of education, nor can it be giver, 
to all by the same methods, but edu­ 
cational standardization is trying to 
do this impossible, foolish thing. 
“Every normal boy belongs in one 
of the three great classes; the hand- 
minded—a different thing from 
the 
mechanically-minded—the 
intellectu­ 
al and the pick-and-shovel type. 
I 
use the last term to designate those 
who from lack of intellect are fitted 
for nothing higher. 
They illustrate 
the fact that a high moral sense may 
accompany intellectual stupidity. The 
majority of the pick-and-shovel type 
never dream of doing anything crim­ 
inal and work as long as they 
are 
capable. 
“A very large number of boys are 
hand-minded. 
While at school they 
crave active play 
and 
when 
older 
want to work with their hands. They 
do not 
have mechanical, 
inventive 
ability—far from it—but they 
long 
for work which will give the muscles 
play. 
“They are best fitted 
for 
trades 
needing active muscular exercise and 
not so complicated as to require in­ 
tellectual effort. They do not succeed 
ni trades requiring the artistic 
im­ 
pulse. 
The hand-minded also can, as 
a rule, adapt themselves to clerical 
positions, and if they 
have 
oppor­ 
tunity for outdoor play, it will 
take 
the place of manual work so far 
as 
health is concerned. 
“In a properly governed world all 
such boys and men would be active 
members of n a l athletic clubs. 
It 
would prevent much moral ill-health. 
But they should be taken from school 
early. 
“The pick-and-shovel group are fit 
only to be hewers of wood and draw­ 
ers of water. They cannot 
do 
any­ 
thing requiring intellectual judgment 
and they have poor verbal memories, 
though memories for things seen may 
be excellent. 
“The intellectual are 
a 
small or 
large group, depending on how strict­ 
ly the term is defined. If we enlarge 
it to include 
every 
one 
who has 
enough intellect to 
understand and 
the kind of temperament to enjoy in­ 
tellectual things, the group in large, 
for many of the hand-minded have a 
limited scholastic ability. 
“If we include in it only those who 
have a strong urge for and ability to 


do intellectual work, 
the 
group 
is 
small. 
At its top belong all men of 
talent and all genisuses, 
and it 
in­ 
cludes all thase who are fitted for in-‘ 
tellectual labor. 
But it also, unfor­ 
tunately, includes those wholly 
use­ 
less and egotistical people who never 
use their gifts for the common good, 
the unproductive scholars, the dilet­ 
antes. 
“This, then, is 
the 
material the 
school system has to work 
on; boys 
with only muscular ability, those fit­ 
ted to run machines and those cap­ 
able of intellectual wrork. 
It 
is 
a 
heterogeneous mass, a mob. 
Its in­ 
dividual 
units 
vary 
in 
kind 
and 
amount of ability, 
in 
temperament 
and character, in heredity, in envir­ 
onment. 
How do our schools handle 
the problem? 
By one 
standardized 
system”.—Paris Appeal.

Farm ers’ Week, January 17 to 21, re 
calls the fact that General Pershing 
named him as the greatest soldier on 
the American side during the Work 
War. 
Since the war, York, a Tennessei 
mountaineer, has become a soldier oi 
agriculture and has launched an of 
fensive in his native Tennessee moun 
tains against the lack of educational 
facilities which long have hampem 
the boy^ and girls of his section. 
The Alvin C. 
York 
institute 
a' 
Jamestown, for agricultural and vo 
cational training, 
was 
founded 
by 
him and he has enlisted the support 
of prominent business and 
profess­ 
ional men of the nation to furthev 
the project. 
They are working 
ac 
tively to help him make it a success 
Sergeant 
York 
earned 
undying 
fame as America’s greatest 
privati 
soldier in 1918 by his daring exploit 
on the Argonne front in France. 
The sergeant and 15 other Ameri 
can troopers worked their way 
be 
hind the German lines. 
The 
party 
captured 15 prisoners when sudden 
ly Hun machine guns opened fire. Th 
German prisoners flattened on 
the 
ground. 
Six of the Americans wen 
killed, while three 
were 
wounded 
York dropped behind a bush and with 
unerring marksmanship, acquired by 
shooting squirrels in Tennessee, 
h 
shot the enemy machine gunners on< 
by one. 
He called to the Germans t<> 
surrender as he fired. 
Instead of giving up, seven of th< 
Germans charged 
him 
with 
fixed 
bayonets. 
York calmly picked them 
off with his rifle, one by one, shoot­ 
ing the last one first and the next to 
the last, and so on, so that they could 
not retreat. All seven were dropped. 
A German major decided 
the 
lone 
enemy was too much, and ordered a 
surrender. 
One hundred and thirty- 
two 
Germans came 
forward 
with 
hands upraised and York, with 
six 
remaining companions marched them 
back to the American lines, prison­ 
ers. 
Sergeant York scorned vaudeville 
and advertising offers 
which 
would 
have made him wealthy, and is de­ 
voting his life 
to 
York 
Institute, 
which will be secondary school, with 
practical 
agricultural 
courses 
its 
featured studies. 
Governor Sam A. Baker has

ceived a letter from Sergeant York 
accepting the invitation of the state 
board of agriculture to attend

speak at the 1927 Missouri Farm ers’

FOR BETTER MARKET 


Mi rehouse, December 21.— One of 


I his share croppers offered J. W. Ogle, 


a farm er and cotton planter near Ca- 


nalou, the crop of a 25 -acre yield 
of 


cotton he had spent the year to date 


grow ing and caring for, if he would 


snap it. 


All that the tenant had 
receiv ed 


for his year's work was f l per acre 
per month, 
w h i c h he borrowed from 
Ogle to buy groceries. 
This he paid 
back with pick ing-. 
The price of his 
own work and the* work of his entir. 
•fam ily am ounted to about $100. 
M ark et prices tell nothing of th. 
catastrophe of the cotton grow er in 
New Madrid and Stoddard Counties. 
More than half of the cotton was 
still 
in tin- fields December 1 and all 
of 
tha t will go as hollies at 1L cents a 
pound in the seed or 
6 * c e n t s a pound 
in the bale. 
This 
is 
normally

price of snapping the cotton. 
Sinci 
the grow er m ust pay from one-quar­ 
te r to one-half crop rent, pay 
for 
weighing 
ami 
hauling, 
he cannot 
mak e pick ing expenses, 
As a consequence only 50 cents a 
hundred pounds is being offered for 
snapping. 
At this price the av erage 
snapper will mak e 
only a dollar 
a 
day. 
Snappers hav e refused to work 
at this price and much of the fleecy I 
staple is w asting in

fields.

their cotton and planted the land to 
wheat.

Five of the m ajor d isasters which 
have occurred on W estern w aters in 
the past hundred y ea rs 
have taken 
th eir toll of 
life 
alo n g M ississippi 
C ounty’s w ater fro n t. 
This p ag e of 
the rom antic history of 
M ississippi 
River steam boating is revealed in 
a 
tabulation of river 
d isa ste rs 
which 
was printed in the centennial edition 
of the Commercial A ppeal, published 
on W ednesday of j la s t week, to m ark 
the hundredth 
an n iv ersary 
of 
the 
C ity of Memphis. 
A section o f the 
176 page paper 
w as 
app ro p riately 
given over to in te re stin g articles on 
the M ississippi which h as figured 
so 
prom inently in the h isto ry of 
th a t 
city, and m recounting the glories of 
the past, there are also recalled some 
of the tragedies of th e g rea t river. 
A total of 5503 lives were lost in 
m ajor disasters from 1830 
to 1925, 
according to the com pilation, not in- 
i eluding those w recks in which only 
one or tw o persons lo st th eir lives, 
and not taking into account th e num - 
i bers th a t perished as a result of ex ­ 
posure or injuries received in fires, 
| explosions and the sinking of ste a m ­ 
ers. 
The first im portant d isa ste r which 
took place along 
M ississippi 
C oun­ 
ty ’s river front was on O ctober 
13, 
1842, when the S team er Eliza struck 
a snag and sank near the m outh 
of 
the Ohio. 
T hirty lives were lost 
in 
this w reck, the 
ex a ct 
location 
of 
which is probably not known today. 
On M ay 7, 1850, th e S team er Co­ 
lum bus sank ten m iles below

The third and 
g re a te st disaster of the five occurred 
A ugust 12, 1872, when the S team er

called by m any persons now residing 
in the county, it being recalled th a t 
th e boat d rifted 
into 
the

T hom pson’s 
Landing, 
w here the bodies of those who 
lost 
th e ir lives in the d isaster were b u r­ 
ied in a long trench. 
On M ay 26, 1896, fourteen people 
w ere drowned when

C atherine, o p erating between B ird ’s 
Point and Cairo, overturned d u ring 
a storm a t the m outh of the Ohio. A 
fifth d isaster occurred A pril 20, 1902, 
a t alm ost the sam e place as th a t of 
the second, when the S team er C ity of 
P ittsb u rg , o p eratin g from P ittsb u rg 
to M em phis, burned in Lucas’ Bend. 
Sixty persons lost th e ir lives in the 
m ost recent disaster. 


T here were, of course,

A comparative study of peach costs 
in all Important areas of the United 
.States was made in the fall of 1925 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
The work iu Colorado 
was carried on In co-operation with 
the State Agricultural college. 
Re 
suits are now- available showing the 
cost of producing peaches for the Pal­ 
isade and Paonia districts. 
Estimates 
were 
secured 
covering 
three years necessary to bring an or­ 
chard into bearing. 
In the Palisade 
area peaches were set 100 trees to the 
acre on land worth $300 per acre. 
They were given clean cultivation dur­ 
ing the three years.

from bleeding is avoided. 
Young plants Met out last spring Hr»* 
thinned to one vigorous »hoot and tills 
shortened to two or three buds. 
The 
best-developed cane of vines »el two 
years ago Is pruned ju»t long enough 
to reach and be tied to a wire «bout 
30 inches from the ground. 
After the 
third' season a vigorous cane coming 
from just below this lower wire Is se 
le« ted for h Continuation of the trunk 
and is cut off slightly above the upper 
wire, 30 inches higher. 
Two other 
canes are also chosen, tied to the right 
and left along the lower wire, and cut 
back to six or eight buds each. 
At 
the fourth season’s pruning two canes 
of the previous season’s growth are 
tied to the top wire, one on each side 
of the trunk, and cut back to eight or 
ten buds. 
The grape bears on wood produced 
the same season. 
Depending on the 
variety, 30 to 50 vigorous buds will 
usually produce all the fruit and new 
wood which the averuge vine should 
be allowed to bear, 
in order to main­ 
tain the desired number of buds, four 
fruiting canes are usually left each 
year and all the remaining wood re­ 
moved except a few spurs or stubs of 
one or two buds each near the trunk 
to produce the fruiting canes for the 
following year.—J. S. Shoemaker, Ohio 
Experiment Station.

Of all the receivers submitted for 
th e Judges’ 
approval 
In the Radio 
Broadcast Magazine $5<X> contest for 
A short-wave receiver that would not 
radiate, not a single one of them could 
meet this latter requirement. 
About fifteen receivers were select­ 
ed for consideration out of all those 
entered in the contest. 
Exhaustive 
teats conducted at 2 (1Y\ the experi­ 
mental short wave station of Radio 
Broadcast, showed that all of the re­ 
ceivers submitted by contestants did 
radiate. 
To determine those which 
radiated the least, the following tests 
were made: 
At station 2 (IT a stand» 
ard Relnartz receiver Is In use 
By 
keying the plate circuit of this re­ 
ceiver, code was transm itted to an­ 
other receiver In the office of Radio 
Broadcast, 
some 
400 
yards 
away. 
Later, when a microphone was placed 
in the ground lead of the Relnartz, 
speech was readily understandable at 
the office. 
The contest receivers were 
compared to this set. 
Those which ra­ 
diated as badly were at once elim­ 
inated. 
it soon became apparent that 
not one of the survlviug group of the 
contest receivers satisfied the con- 
dtlous of the contest. 
With the per­ 
mission of the Judges, P-oyd IMielps, 
Prof. L. A. Hazel tine, Zeh Bouck, G. O. 
Furness. Arthur H. Lynch, Edgar H. 
Felix, Dr. Lawrence Dunn, Prof. J. 
H. Morecrofl and Dr. A. Hoyt Taylor, 
and the designers of the receivers 
which came nearest to satisfying the 
conditions, It w'as decided to award 
$100 to the designer of the receiver 
which radiated the least and which 
was, at the same time, sensitive. The 
receiver chosen for the $100 award 
was designed by Frank O. Jones, op­ 
erator of tlAOF, of Berkeley. Calif., 
and Is shown In the schematic dla 
gram. 
In this receiver radiation Is 
practically eliminated if due care la 
taken In making the final balance ad­ 
justm ents. There Is nothing startling- 
ly new about It except that the princi­ 
ple of the Wheatstone bridge Is In­ 
corporated. 
Th« Condensers. 
In the article in Radio Broadcast 
Magazine, photographs are given so 
thut the would-be constructor may ap­ 
proximate the layout of the original, 
but, us Mr. Jones points out, most 
am ateurs will wish to use their own 
Ideas In this matter. 
The two vari­ 
able condensers, Cl and C2, ure of ap­ 


proximately 0.0002 mfd. and 0.00015 
rafd. respectively. 02 should prefer­ 
ably be of the straight frequency-line 
type, aud should have low mlnlranm 
capacity. 
The balancing condenser, 
08, is a midget condenser of about 
0.00006-mfd. capacity. 
Once set, this 
latter may be left alone, and is not 
considered a m ain control. 


Our next consideration concerns tbu 
coils. 
In the diagram, LI Is a fixed 
tickler coll coupled to the tuning In­ 
ductance, L2, while the antenna coil, 
L8, which Is shown with an optional 
tuuing condenser dotted across it, la 
mounted as far from the other colls 
as possible. 
It Is recommended that 
two binding posts be arranged on a 
strip of hard rubber so that this coil 
may be connected to them and yet 
he located outside the receiver some 
two feet or so away. 
The center- 
tapped coll, L2, is a space-wound one 
with 
a 
3 Inch 
diameter. 
For 
the 
smaller colls. No. 16 d. c. c. wire la 
used, while No. 18 d. c. c. is recom­ 
mended for the larger ones.

Even with 60 years of development 
and improvement behind it, the pres­ 
ent system of marketing live stock 
through large terminal m arkets has 
failed to solve all of the selling prob­ 
lems of the Individual farmer and live­ 
stock producer. 
This la brought out 
clearly by the early results which are 
being obtained in the live-stock m ar­ 
keting studies Just recently inaugurat­ 
ed by the experiment station of the 
college of agriculture, University of 
Illinois. 
In one county, for instance, the in­ 
vestigators 
found 
two 
co-operative 
live-stock shipping associations which 
each siiipped about 3,(MX) hogs to a dif­ 
ferent market during the same year. 
One association received $0,000 more 
for the hogs which It shipped than 
did the other association. 
Many Illi­ 
nois shippers have as many as four 
terminal m arkets readily available to 
which their stock can be shipped and 
the case of these two associations 
brings up questions as to w hether one 
of the terminal markets was natural­ 
ly a better hog m arket than the other, 
whether the hogs were shipped at dif­ 
ferent time» of the year, w hether one 
association 
picked 
better 
shipping 
days than the other or whether there 
was a difference In the grade of hogs 
sold by the two associations. 
Trucking of live stock has brought 
up a number of new questions, now 
that good roads span the state and 
trucking has increased tremendously. 
In one county, about forty miles away 
from a terminal market, it was found 
that nearly all live stock was shipped 
by rail and the best shippers in the 
county said that it paid them to do 
so. 
Live-stock farmers in the nexi 
county, from which the haul avernges 
about twenty miles longer, send most 
of their stock to market by means of 
the motor truck. 
There evidently are 
many questions as to shrinkage, costs, 
risks and losses. Hnd 
responsibility 
of truckers In connection with the 
trucking of live stock. 
More facts are clearly needed on 
shrinkage 
and 
losses 
which 
result 
from the death or crippling of live 
stock. 
In one state alone shipper* 
last 
year 
stood 
losses of $800,000 
through the death or crippling of live ; 
stock In shipment. 
Direct selling of live stock to pack- I 
era, a practice which has Increased 
greatly during the past five years. Is 
another one on which fanners are 
seeking information. 
Studies which the experiment sta­ 
tion has Just undertaken In the field 
of live-stock marketing had their start j

complete survey is now being made 
of the operations of co-operative live­ 
stock shipping associations and di­ 
rect contacts established with Indi­ 
vidual shippers and with hankers and 
business men who are directly Inter­ 
ested.

Colts Can Be Profitably 
Produced on Many Farms 
On farm s where there Is plenty of 
pasture land, and where brood mares 
can be used for a large part of the 
farm work, colts can be profitably 
produced. 
A well-bred grade draft 
colt th at Is decently cared for can 
handily do enough work as a three 
year oid to pay for his feed. Then he 
may be iftied at a profit three or four 
years more and still he of good, m ar­ 
ketable age. 
Thus, under favorable 
conditions and proper management, a 
good horse may be used on the farm 
long enough to pay for the entire cost 
of raising him and still bring a good 
market price. 
Whatever he sells for 
Is a profit.

about $35 an acre. 
The Braggadocio Club is composed 
of four boys and 
two 
girls. 
They 
grew a total of nine acres in 
their 
projects. 
A total of 19,114 pounds of 
seed cotton was gathered and sold 
for $669.81. 
They produced it at a 


j cost of $475.23, giving 
a profit 
of 
¡$194.58, or about $22 an acre. 
The boys used the best seed and 


planted on good land. 
T hey practic­ 
ed close spacing and frequent shallow 
cultivation. 
A t picking tim e the club 
m em bers picked their crop and fin­

“B”-Battery Voltmeter 
Necessary Instrument 
One of the necessities of every radio 
receiver Is a 'TV battery voltmetor. 
ThlB meter should read from 0 to 60 
volts. 
Much noise Is caused in recep­ 
tion of programs due to low and noisy 
‘‘B’’ batteries. 
With this meter one 
can tel! the exact condition of the “B” 
buttery, 
a 45-volt “B" battery should 
he disposed of after it has dropped to 
30 volts and the 22ft-volt “B” battery 
should be taken out of service after It 
has dropped below 17 volts. 


Reducing Interference 
Interference can he reduced greatly 
by substituting a counterpoise for the 
usual water pipe ground connection.

Blackberries,*'

which B. O. Dodge, pathologist, and 
R. Ii. Wilcox, 
assistant 
pathologist, 
office of fruit diseases, bureau of plant 
Industry, are the authors. 
The report includes discussions of 
mosaic and related disease of rasp­ 
berries, fungous diseases of raspber­ 
ries and dewberries, and suggestions 
for preparing berdeaux mixture and 
lime-sulphur solution. 
The text of the introductory para­ 
graph follows: 
Most of the diseases of raspberries 
and blackberries are caused by fungi. 
The usual symptoms by which each 
disease may be recognized are fairly 
well marked. 
Certain 
other 
diseases, 
such 
as 
mosaic and leaf curl, though they are 
of an Infectious nature, are not known 
to be caused by fungi or other organ­ 
isms. 
They 
occur 
throughout

range of the raspberries and are be 
coming so serious in some places as 
to

replacement 
of 
susceptible varieties with other sorts 
of tarries which are more resistant. 
The more important fungous and 
virus diseases of raspberries and black­ 
berries of the United States are de 
scribed and illustrated in this bulle­ 
tin, and practical methods for their 
control, when known, are given. 
Raspberries, bluckberrles, and their 
relatives, representing different spe­ 
cies of the genus Rubus, differ as to 
their habits of growth.

This or­ 
ganization was recently effected at 
Cape Girardeau when the sheriffs of 
the counties within the district 
got 
together to discuss means of securing 
hotter law enforcement. 
At that time, a greater part of the 
meeting was given over to the 
dis­ 
cussion of the shoot to kill policy in 
dealing with crimnials. 
This was brought up by the plan 
adopted at Morley, where a stand­ 
ing reward la offered for the capture, 
“dead or alive’*, of any person caught 
perpetrating a ’felony, and by action 
of the State 
Bankers’ 
Association, 
which also offers a “dead 
or alive” 
reward for any hank robber. 
It was agreed that no officer should 
take a chance with a criminal, but 
there was a general-feeling that the 
officer should use his 
weapon with 
deadly effect only when circumstanc­ 
es justify it. 
“Circumstances 
alter 
actions”, it was explained 
by 
the 
president, Sheriff Wade 
Tucker 
of 
New Madrid. 
“As far as I am con­ 
cerned, I had rather let a person ac­ 
cused of some minor offense 
escape 
than kill or maim him in order 
to 
capture him. 
But 
where 
a major 
crime has been committed, the case 
is different”. 
It was agreed, 
however, 
that in 
most 
cases 
the 
average 
criminal 
shows no mercy to an officer, and any 
talking to a criminal, who may 
be 
armed, “should be done at the point 
of a gun”. 
Carelessness has caused 
more deaths of officers than any oth­ 
er one thing, it was admitted. 
In this connection, the question of 
a “living wage” for officers came up. 
It was generally agreed that the pet­ 
ty county and town officers are under­ 
paid and that they take chances with 
little hope of rewrard ahead. 
The as­ 
sociation, while no record was made, 
favors a regular 
salary 
for 
these 
officers, which w'ould justify them in 
going into dangers which they must 
face if they perform their duty.

The problem of getting a better herd 
Is largely one of having better young 
stock coming on. 
This 1» a matter of 
breeding and particularly of selecting 
the right bull. 
The ability to produce milk is In*

but since the sire 1» responsible for 
hulf the inheritance of each animal 
born in th«* herd, he is clearly the 
most important single factor in th« 
development of the dairy herd. 
To obtain the greate-t possible Im­ 
provement by u-e of the bull It is 
very Important thut due consideration 
be given to hl> pedigree, for both tvpe 
and production.

Sergeant 
York 
earned

fame as America’s greatest

captured 15 prisoners when sudden 
ly Hun machine guns opened fire.

Five of the major disasters which 
have occurred on W estern waters in 
the past hundred years 
have taken 
their toll of 
life 
along Mississippi 
County’s water front. 
This page of 
the romantic history of 
Mississippi 
River steamboatittg is revealed in 
tabulation of river 
disasters 
which 
was printed in the centennial edition 
of the Commercial Appeal, published 
on Wednesday of j last week, to mark 
the hundredth 
anniversary 
of 
the 
City of Memphis. 
A section o f the 
176 page paper 
was 
appropriately 
given over to interesting articles on 
the Mississippi which has figured 
so 
prominently in the history of 
that 
city, and in recounting the glories of 
the past, there are also recalled some 
of the tragedies of the great river. 
A total of 5503 lives were lost in 
major disasters from 1830 
to 1925 
according to the compilation, not in 
eluding those wrecks in which only 
one <>r two persons lost their lives 
and not taking into account the num 
hers that perished as a result of ex 
posure or injuries received in fires 
j explosions and thè sinking of steam 
ers. 
The first important disaster which 
to«*k place along 
Mississippi 
Coun 
ty’s river front was on October 
13 
1842, when the Steamer Eliza struck 
a snag and sank near the mouth 
of 
the Ohio. 
Thirty lives were lost 
in 
this wreck, the 
exact 
locution 
of 
which is probably not known today 
On May 7, 1850, the Steamer Co 
Iambus sank ten miles below 
the 
mouth of the Ohio, 
in 
what 
was 
known as Lucas Rend, in the vicin 
ity of O’Bryan’s landing. 
Ten per 


sons, were drowned. 
The third and 
greatest disaster of the five occurred 
August 12, 1872, when the Steamer 
Oceanus 
exploded 
her 
boilers 
in 
Thompson’s Bend, eighty persons los­ 
ing their lives. 
This tragedy is re­ 
called by many persons now residing 
in the county, it being recalled that 
the boat drifted 
into 
the 
Missouri 
bank 
near 
Thompson’s 
Landing, 
where the bodies of those who 
lost 
their lives in the disaster were bur­ 
ied in a long trench. 
On May 26, 1896, fourteen people 
were drowned when 
the 
Ferryboat 
Catherine, operating between Bird’s 
Point and Cairo, overturned during 
a storm at the mouth of the Ohio. A 
fifth disaster occurred April 20, 1902, 
at almost the same place as that of 
the second, when the Steamer City of 
Pittsburg, operating from Pittsburg 
to Memphis, burned in Lucas* Bend. 
Sixty persons lost their fives in the 
most recent disaster. 
There were, of course, 
scores 
of 
other wrecks on the river around the 
county boundary in which steamers 
sank or were burned, but 
in 
which 
the passengers or crew* escaped, 
or 
only one or two were lost. The E. O. 
Standard struck the bank at Huff’s 
Landing, a few miles north of Char­ 
leston, several years ago with such 
force that the craft was wrecked, one 
deck hand losing his fife. 
Near the 
same place, only a few years 
ago, 
the Steamer City of Savannah struck 
a snag and went down without loss 
of life. 
Opposite 
Belmont, 
several 
years ago, a large steamer, the name 
of which has been forgotten, blew up 
with the loss of one fife. 
The Bar- 
low, a railroad transfer boat, burned 
at Bird’s Point about 1901, and th< 
old hull is still to be seen about 
a 
mile below the 
ferry landing.

Iron Duke, a big towboat, sank 
in 
Thompson’s Bend 
about 
the 
same 
time, without a loss of fife. 
There are doubtless other disaster < 
which are not now recalled that fig­ 
ure in the county’s history, marking 
the days when one could stand 
on 
the river bank anywhere in thi.-. s< e- 
tion and see dozens of palatial steam­ 
ers float by in a

time. 
Those were in the days of river ro­ 
mance—a day that will never return 
even though freight traffic on the riv­ 
er returns to its old importance thru 
the development of the barge 
line,

Dormant Is Right Plan 
By 
pruning the 
grape when 
the 
vine» are dormant, danger of iujury 
from bleeding Is avoided. 
Young plants set out last spring are 
thinned to one vigorous «hoot und this 
shortened to two or three buds. 
The 
best-developed i-ane of vines set two 
years ago Is pruned Just long enough 
to reach and he tied to a wire about 
3n inches from tlie ground. 
After the 
third' season a vigorous cane coming 
from Just helow this lower wire is se­ 
lected for a continuation of the trunk 
and is cut off slightly above the upper 
wire, 30 Inches higher. 
Two other 
canes are also chosen, tied to the right 
and left along the lower wire, and cut 
back to six or eight buds each. 
At 
tiie fourtti season's pruning two canes 
of tire previous season’s growth are 
tied to the top wire, one on each side 
of the trunk, and cut hack to eight or 
ten buds. 
The grape bears on wood produced 
the same season. 
Depending on the 
variety, 30 to BO vigorous buds will 
usually produce all the fruit and new 
wood which the average vine should 
be allowed to bear. 
Lu order to main­ 
tain the desired number of buds, four 
fruiting canes are usually left each 
year and all the remaining wood re 
moved except a few spurs or stubs of 
one or two buds each near the trunk 
to produce the fruiting canes for the 
following year.—J. S. Shoemaker, Ohio 
Experiment Station.

Oat Straw Favored as 
Mulch for Strawberries 
Generally speaking, oat straw which 
hus been cleaned of chaff Is considered 
thu best material for mulching straw ­ 
berries. 
By removing the chaff the 
grains and weed seeds are pretty large­ 
ly removed. 
Next best, In all proba­ 
bility, would he the barnyard manure, 
and barnyard m anure with plenty of 
straw in it, If available, which is at 
the same tim e free from weed seed 
and grain.

The report Includes discussions of 
mosaic and related disease of rasp- 
t»errles, fungous diseases of raspber­ 
ries and dewberries, and suggestion-« 
for preparing tairdeaux mixture and 
lime-sulphur solution. 
T h e text of t h e Introductory para­ 
graph follows: 
Most of the diseases of raspberries 
and blackberries are caused by fungi 
The usual symptoms by which each 
disease may be recognize«! are fairly

mosaic and leaf curl, though they are 
of an tnfts*tlou» nature, are not known 
to he caused by fungi or other organ­ 
isms.

replacement 
of 
anaceptlble varieties with other sorts 
of berries which Hre more resistant. 
The more important fungous mid 
virus diseases of raspberries and black­ 
berries of the United Stales are de 
scribed and Illustrated In this bulle 
tin, and practical methods for their 
control, when known, are given. 
Raspberries, blackberries, and Ibelr 
relatives, representing different spe­ 
cies of the genus Rtibus, differ as to 
their habits of growth. 
Du this ac­ 
count alone their horticultural varie­ 
ties might differ widely with regard to 
their susceptibility to a particular dis 
ease. These berries are grown as gar­ 
den 
crops 
throughout 
the 
United 
States and commercially In many fa 
vorahle localities. 
It Is clear that methods worked out 
fir controlling u disease of raspber­ 
ries in Michigan would not necessarily 
prove satisfactory In controlling the 
same disease on dewberries as grown 
tu Georgia.

Joseph O* 
katnp of the New York State ("allege 
of Agriculture at Ithaca. "This ptun 
Ing Is done mainly during the winter; 
some of the principle* Involved are 
that a comparatively few t-nnos of the 
past summer'« growth should be left; 
that a mature grapevine should not 
carry more than thirty or forty huds; 
and that older vines should h a v e their 
canes spurred near the trunk in order 
to keep from developing long arms of 
old wood. 
"At planting time, and the year aft 
er, young grapevines should be cut 
back to tw«» buds and tied to stakes 
for sup|Mirt, The second summer each 
vine should send out a cane long 
enough to be tied to the top wdre of 
a trellis. 
This trellis, If a Knlffen 
system of training is used, should 
have two wires, one at a height of 
five feet and tin* other three feet 
fr«»m the ground. Number rdne or ten 
wire Is generally use«! and strtiug 
on posts set 25 feet apart. 
“In 
the summer after the third 
pruning, canes will develop from the 
one tall trunk left, and all of these 
should be removed In the winter prun­ 
ing except two at the top wire und 
two at |lu‘ lower wire; these four 
canes should be tied to the wire» 
to the right and left at right angles 
to the upright trunk, an«] should he 
cut hack to four buds each." 


Good Plan to Proj**gate 
Various Kinds of Plants 
It Is an easy matter to propagate 
many kinds of plants. 
During the 
winter 
take 
cult lugs 
of 
currants, 
gooseberries, grapes and various kinds 
of flowering shrubs. 
These cuttings 
should 1m* from wood that was grown 
the previous summer. 
These should ; 
be taken after some severe weather I 
and before the sap begins to rise In I 
the spring. 
Tie them in bundles, with 1 
the butts ail «me way. 
Nurserymen > 
cover the bundles with earth, with the j 
butts down, in an outdoor pit. 
A cool 
cellar will do Just as well if you use ! 
a box that Is deep enough to hold the 
cuttings in u vertical position. 
In the 
spring, set the cuttings in the ground 
In good garden soil and keep them cul 
llvMted during the summer. 
The next 
spring you will base plants to set out 
or to sell. 
Usually, all that Is needed 
to make them grow is a fuir supply of 
moisture.

o. k : d b y c o n g r e s s 


An unusual number of bills spon 
sored by the American Legion for the 
benefit of World war veterans w*ere 
made into law's at the first session of 
the Sixty-ninth congress. 
Ail classes 
of veterans will benefit. 
Summarizing 
some of the results of recent legisla­ 
tion piloted by the Legion. John Thom­ 
as Taylor, vice chairman of the na­ 
tional legislative committee of the Le­ 
gion, declared: 
“Our veterans with arrested tuber­ 
culosis will now receive $50 a month, 
which we hope will prevent reactivity 
of their disease through overwork. 
“All of our war disabled, except 
those rated permanently and totally 
disabled, may now reinstate their In­ 
surance und obtain the benefits for 
themselves and their families which 
the Insurance was created to extend 
“Time limitations for the filing of 
claims for death and disability com­ 
pensation have been extended, as well 
as the period of vocational training for 
those who have not completed their 
courses. 
"Free hospitalization Is now extend 
ed to veterans of all wars and expedi­ 
tions.

“The gallant youngsters who mis 
represented their ages lu order to get 
a chance to fight for their country, 
are now deemed to have been honor­ 
ably discharged.
